Shelton State Community College is an open admissions college. Students with a 
high school diploma or GED are eligible for admission. In addition to an applica¬ 
tion for admission, students must supply the college with an official copy of their 
high school transcript or GED Certificate. Students with college work must submit 
an official copy of their transcript(s) from each college they have attended. 
Transient students (visiting students) must submit a letter of transiency from 
their home institution stating the courses they will be allowed to take. A let¬ 
ter of transiency must be submitted to the college for each term in atten¬ 
dance at Shelton State. 

Students may be conditionally admitted for one semester without the above infor¬ 
mation. However, students will not be allowed to register for math or English cours¬ 
es without documentation of prerequisites or the appropriate ASSET score. Please 
provide this documentation at the time of registration. Accelerated High School 
Students, Dually enrolled students, students with the Alabama Occupational 
Diploma, and students who graduated from non-accredited high schools may not 
be conditionally admitted. Please contact the Admissions Office for more informa¬ 
tion. 

Admission of International Students 

BY APRIL 3. INTERNATIONAL STUDENTS MUST HAVE A COMPLETE 
FILE AT SHELTON FOR THE SUMMER 2000 SEMESTER IN ORDER TO 
REGISTER. 

A COMPLETE FILE CONSISTS OF: 

1) AN APPLICATION FOR ADMISSION; 

2) A DOCUMENTED TOFEL SCORE OF 500; 

3) FINANCIAL SUPPORT DOCUMENTATION; AND 

4) A TRANSLATED COLLEGE OR HIGH SCHOOL TRANSCRIPT. 


1. Complete ASSET Placement Test or bring a copy of ACT/SAT scores to the 
Counseling Center. If you have an ACT/SAT exemption (see test policy below), 
bring a copy of your scores to the ASSET Coordinator in the Counseling Center 
located on the first floor of the Martin Campus. After completing the test or send¬ 
ing your ACT/SAT scores, you will be assigned a STAR day. 

2. Complete An Application for Admission. If you are a high school graduate, 
have your school send an official copy of your transcript to The Office of 
Admissions, Shelton State Community College, 9500 Old Greensboro Road, 
Tuscaloosa, AL 35405. If you have completed the GED Test, please bring a copy 
of your certificate and scores to the Office of Admissions on the Martin Campus. 

3. Attend your assigned STAR day. You will receive your assignment for a STAR 
day when you take the ASSET Placement Test. It is important that you attend your 
assigned STAR day and that you arrive on time. During this assigned time, you will 
be advised and registered for Summer 2000 Semester. 

4. Pay your tuition. Payment is due the day you register. Space in each STAR 
day session is limited. If you cannot attend your assigned session, you will need 
to call (205)391-2232 at least three days in advance to reserve a space in the next 
available session. You cannot attend a session without first reserving a space. 

Remember: 

Begin the admissions process as early as possible. To be assigned a STAR 
Day, complete the ASSET Placement Test or in the case of an ACT or SAT 
exemption, contact the ASSET Coordinator in the Counseling Center on or 
before May 19 for the Summer 2000 Semester. If you begin the application 
process after these dates, you must register during in-person registration on 
May 25.

ASSET Test Policy 

All entering students registering for more than three hours of credit or for courses 
requiring competencies must take the ASSET Placement Test prior to registration. 
Placement test exemptions are given for students who have completed college 
level math or English courses, or who have equivalent ACT/SAT scores. (See 
ACT/SAT Guide below.) 

ACT/SAT Placement Guide 

Students who have official ACT or SAT score reports on file with the Assessment 
Coordinator and who graduated within the last two years may be exempt from the 
ASSET Placement Test if they attain the following scores: 480 SAT Verbal and 526 
SAT math or 20 ACT English and 20 ACT math. Any student scoring 20 or higher 
on the English portion of the ACT or 480 on the Verbal portion of the SAT is not 
required to take the writing skills or reading skills portion of the ASSET placement 
test and automatically qualifies for English 101. Any student scoring 20 or higher 
on the math portion of the ACT or 526 on the math portion of the SAT is exempt 
from the Numerical Skills portion of the placement test and automatically qualifies 
for Math 100. If a student wishes a higher math placement, he or she must take 
the appropriate portion of the ASSET placement test. The student should consult. 
a counselor to determine the proper math test. 

It is the student’s responsibility to have ACT/SAT scores on file with the ASSET 
coordinator and to receive a clearance slip prior to registration . The ASSET coor¬ 
dinator is located in the Counseling Center on the first floor of the Martin Campus.
